to kill anoth er badly enough , 
h e will. 
Th e legislation, p h ilosop h y 
and “goals” of p resent gun 
control 
d e b a t e s 
were 
discussed with law enforce­ 
ment officers from Omah a to 
Scottsblnff, and th e feeling 
was th at if someone wanted 
to get a gun — regardless 
of laws o u t l a w i n g th eir 
p ossession ~ h e could. 
Th e reason th ey set forth 
is th at th ere are too many 
guns in Nebraska, th e U.S. 
and th e world. 
“ I don’t th ink controls — 
no m atter h ow strong th ey 
are — would keep a criminal 
from getting a gun because 
th ere are just too m any ,” 
Gage County Sh eriff Fred 
Steinkamp said.

Platte accomplished this 
move, Norton said , by its 
recen t action in filin g two 
lawsuits again st other power 
d istricts in Platte Coun ty 
District Court at Columbus. 
“ It’s typical of the old time 
power politics in Nebraska,” 
he said , “an d puts the state 
back five years to the old 
d isputes.” 
Emphasizin g 
he 
w a s 
speakin g on ly for himself an d 
n ot the five-man p o w e r 
board , Norton said he thin ks 
the 1969 Legislature should 
respon d by mergin g all the 
power agen cies in the state 
in to on e un it. 
“The Platte b o a r d of 
d irectors, 
an d 
the Platte 
board alon e, is respon sible 
for this,” Norton said . “It’s 
time for the Legislature to 
merge the d istricts.” 
Platte’s action May 31, in 
filin g its first lawsuit askin g 
the court to set asid e the 
proposed 
realign men t

fectin g the state’s three ma­ 
jor power d istricts was n ot 
too sign ifican t, Norton in ­ 
d icated .

as a Federal Grand Jury resumed its probe of football 
gambling pools after a five-week pause. 
The names of four National Football League players 
entered into the investigation at its outset last month, 
but pro football Commissioner Pete Rozelle has said 
all are innocent of any wrongdoing. 
The g rand jury in suburban Alex andria, Va., is pro b­ 
ing alleg ed illeg al use o f interstate facilities in co nducting 
and pro mo ting g ambling . The inv estig atio n fo llo wed two 
New Year’s Day raids o n alleg ed fo o tball betting po o ls 
inv o lv ing co lleg e bo wl g ames. 
Seven of the witnesses Wednesday were granted im­ 
munity from prosecution. Three testified at length behind 
the closed doors of the grand jury room, and the other 
four were told to return Thurday. 
The three included a bartender and a former employe 
of a 1.000-room hotel.

But Merkle, seeing the winning run score, pulled up 
short of second base and raced directly to the clubhouse. 
Chicago second sacker Johnny Ev ers saw this and called 
for the ball. He stepped on second base and claimed a force 
out. 


Umpire Hank O’Day upheld the claim and called it 
a 1-1 tie. The league’s executiv e committee backed his 
decision. The game was replayed at the end of the season 
and Chicago won, 4-2. 
Merkle’s boner came on Sept. 23. The rematch came 
about a week later and decided the pennant as both 
teams entered the makeup game with 98 -55 records. In 
the playoff, incidentally, ttie Cubs beat Christy Mathewson, 
who had won 37 games that year, 4-2.
